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SUGGESTIONS. 

Time  to  plant.'  Many  of  the  flowering  plant?  and 
all  of  the  ferns  listed  may  be  moved  in  the  spring,  as 
well  as  in  autumn.  Several  of  the  early  flowers  may 
be  planted  successfully  during  summer  after  the 
blossoming  season.  All  kinds  may  be  transplanted 
after  they  have  become  dormant  in  autumn. 

Hardiness.-  There  is  no  class  of  plants  more  har- 
dy, when  once  established  under  natural  conditions 
of  soil,  moisture  and  exposure,  and  none  so  much  ad- 
mired, as  these  rapidly  disappearing  natives  of  our 
woodlands,  prairies  and  swamps. 

Botanical  Names  used  in  this  list  are  those  adopt- 
ed by  the  best  recent  authorities,  and  are  generally 
those  of  Gray's  Manual,  7th  Edition.
